“MINERAL SPAS IN 
IRELAND 


WHOLE SUBJECT TO BE 
INVESTIGATED 


» 


That the association should endeavour by 
every means at its disposal to secure the 
development of Ireland's mineral spas, was 
one of the decisions ratified at a meeting of 
the Central Executive of the Irish Tourist 
Association, held on- 15th inst. The increas- 
ing importance of health resorts of other 
countries as a unit in.the tourist industry 
has influenced this decision to explore the 
possibilities of developing the mineral spring 
resources of various paris of this country. 

lt was decided that the whole subject 
should be investigated immediately. Mean- 
while, in relation to one such resort, already 
highly develéped—Lisdoonvarna—it was de- 
cided to approach the National Health Insur- 
ance authorities with a view to the adoption 
here of a scheme as is already operated in 
(ireat, Britain for the treatment of members 
suffering from diseases which are amenable 
to this special treatment. 

It was recently announced that the Govern- 
ment’s policy of substituting useful public 
works for the payment of the dole as a means 
of relieving unemployment is to be further 
extended. In the light of this fact the Irish 
Tourist Association has decided to prepare a 
comprehensive national scheme of works for 
recommendation to the responsible Minister. 
Jt was decided to invite all the public bodies 
in the country to co-operate in the preparation 
of the scheme referred to. ‘That such recom- 
mendations should be made by a central 
-organisation, such as the Tourist Association, 
carrying the support of all the interested 
public bodies, and not by individual councils, 
will considerably strengthen their claim for 
consideration. Jt is hoped that a wide and 
comprehensive scheme will soon be available 
for presentation to the responsible Depart- 
meut, and there is every hope and indication 
that the councils will not bc lacking in 
support of the scheme, 


TOURIST PROPAGANDA 


For some years past the Tourist Associa- 
tion has endeavoured as far as possible to 
extend its schemes for joint advertising with 


the Various transport companies. It 
is found that these schemes are far 
more economical. la that  reduplication 


Is obviated, and consequently the money 
available for such purposes can be distributed 
much more widely, Important proposals are 
now under consideration for a joint scheme of 
propaganda and representation in the United 
States and Canada, in which the Irish trans- 
port and tourist authorities will co-operate 
with the British transport interests. In 
recent years the Great Southern Railways 
Company has derived satisfactory results 
from such a scheme, and the proposed expan- 
sion on a very much wider scale should, if 
it materialises, considerably intensify the 
effect of already existing tourist propaganda 
in America. With regard to holiday traffic 
from Great Britain in the 1936 season similar 
co-operative methods on a larger scale than 
hitherto have already been decided on. 

The recent planning legislation has a 
special interest for those engaged in the de- 
development of the tourist’ industry, and 
_ accordingly the Irish Tourist Association de- 
cided. to undertake propaganda work in 
favour of the immediate and more general 
adoption of the Planning Act, particularly 
with regard to ensuring the preservation of 
important scenic and historical sites.

DUNGANNON, Saturday. 


A collision between a lorry belonging to 
Messrs. John Stevenson and Company, Coal- 
island, and a ‘bus travelling from Cookstown 
to Dungannon, occurred at Coalisland, County 
Tyrone, to-day. The driver of the lorry, 
Thomas Archer, aged 24 and married, of New- 
townkelly, Coalisland, was killed instantly, 
and the lorry completely wrecked. The ‘bus 
was severely damaged, and the road was en- 
tirely blocked for the greater portion of the 
day. 
Archer’s helper, William MTatimer, of 
Stughan, Dungannon, had both legs fractured, 
and received internal injuries and head abra- 
sions, and was conveyed to Dungannon Hos- 
pital. Dr. F. C. Mann had him Jater con- 
veyed by ambulance to the Royal Victoria 
Hospital, Belfast, where his Condition was 
found to be serious. 

The driver of the "bus, James McMahon, 
Coalisland, and the helper, James Richard- 
son, Coalisland, were also injured, and the 
eleven passengers in the 'bus, together with 
the conductor, Johnston Henderson, Tamna- 
more, were thrown from their seats, many 
sustaining minor injuries. William McQueen, 
Cookstown, and John McQuiggan, Coalisland, 
were conveyed to Dungannon Hospital by 
ambulance, McQueen suffering from severe 
facial injuries, and McQuiggan from bruises 
and shock. 

A melancholy coincidence is that Archer’s 
brother, Joseph, was killed by a lorry last 
September at Edendork while cycling to his 
work at Dungannon. 

A brother of the deceased man, Robert 
Archer, of Derry, Coalisland, who is em- 

loyed as a lorry driver with the firm of 
fessrs. H. J. Smith and ‘Son, grocers, Dun- 
gannon, was on his delivery roundé in the 
Bush district when informed of the accident. 
Motoring to Coalisland he collided with a 
meat purveyor’s motor van, which had 
emerged from a side road, and hoth vehicles 
were damaged, but the drivers. escaped 
injury.

NOT SO SIMPLE 


First of all one ‘must see how a ship is 
built. lt seeiws a simple matter—yjust bolt 
pieces of metal together until you 
a hull the size you want/ But it is not as 
easy as all that. Before even the keel plate 
can be laid down, the first real constructive 
job, every: detail of the boat must be drawn, 
traced and reproduced on blue-prints, which 


will soon become greasy and dirty with the

constant handling they must receive by the 
men ‘‘on the job.’’ 

_ Then each ship has its own manager, who 
is responsible for its construction. He re- 
guards the ship as a number and not by its 
name at all—in fact, this is the common 
Pres in the yards, some of. the men not 
eing aware oi the name of the boat on 
which they are working until the letters are 
rivetted high up on the bows a short time 
before she is due to be launched. Now come 
the assistant managers to look after. the 
different branches of the work; then we go 
a — lower to the foremen—there are dozens 
of them—the leading hands (one to each 
group of eight or ten men) and, finally, 
*‘chaps like me who do the work,” as one 
of the platergs put it. 


GETTING DOWN TO WORK 


But how does one discover who is who? 
The answer I got was: “ The manager and

his assistants do not get dirty, the foremen | 


walk about with both hands in their pockets, 
and the leading hands with one hand in a 


pocket.”’ I do not think that is 
the right answer to the question, 
however, because everyone seems to 


be too busy in the shipyards to worry about 
keeping clean or walking around with their 
hands in their pockets. 

Having sorted out the ‘‘bosses’’ one géts 
down to the work, The plates have to be 
“laid out’’ according to the plan of the 
ship; these vary in size or shape, according 
to their position on the hull. Of course this 
preliminary work, which is done by the 
platers, and the drilling of the holes for the 
rivets, is done in the workshops—great barn- 
like places with men  superintending big 
machines which cut and bend the steel with 
as little trouble as you or I would have with 
a piece of paper. Then comes the fitting of 
the plates on the ship—another job for these 
platers, who put them into position and fix 
them with nuts and bolts. 

Thick steel plates must be

handled by 


crane, and, as most of the work is paid for 
at ‘‘ piece-work ”’ rates, a lot depends on the 
speed of the craneman. His wage envelope 
on a Friday is not a very fat one, but it is 
augmented by ‘‘ blood money ’’—money paid 
to him by the platers (who earn about 
£8 10s. a week when they are busy) to keep 
going as fast as he can. 


THE NOISE SQUAD 


Following the platers come the gangs of 
rivetters—the nien who are responsible for 
most of the noise in the shipyards. Each 
has a small pneumatic rivetting machine and 
a mate, whose job is to heat the rivets in 
the forge, and suffer any flow of. bad 
language which the rivetter may use. Rivets 
soon replace the nuts and bolts and hold 
the plates firmly together. And so the work 
goes on until one day platers, rivetters, mates 
and all the other men who helped to build 
the shell of steel stand in groups beside the 
slipway, and watch the champagne bottle 


break on the bows of the ship as she slides 
ently down, stern foremost, into the water 
am the first time. | 


THE BAIT 


The man who works in a shipyard gets 
good money while he is working, but he 
must strain every nerve and muscle from 
8 a.m. to 5 or 6 o'clock at night. His 
employers have promised to deliver the ship 
on a certain date, and the bait for him to 
help them fulfil their contract is the varying 
weight of the pay envelope of the man on 
piece work. Perhaps .they feel a thrill of 
pride when they see a great boat such as the 
25,000-ton Stirling Castle—one of the recent 
launches from the Queen’s Island shipyards 
for the Union Castle Line—cnter the water. 
And there must be a thrill, too, when they 
hear of a ship, which they helped to build, 
battling through a storm. Perhaps the words 
do not come to their lips, but they know in 
their hearts that “ They builded well.”

DUBLIN'S BIRTH-RATE 
A DECHEASE IN 
DIPHTHERIA 


There was a decrease of twelve in the 
number of cases of diphtheria notified in the 
Dublin City area tor the week ended January 
18th last, as compared with the previous 
week. The cases notified numbered ten, as 
against twenty-two the previous week and 
uineteen and seventeen for the preceding two 
weeks. 

The number of cases of. scarlet fever for 
the same period also show a decrease from 
forty-five during the week ended January 
llth last to thirty-five for the week ended 
January 18th last. | 

The number of births registered during the 
week was 254, representing a rate of 25.8 per 
1,000. Deaths registered represented a rate 
of 21.4 per 1,000. 

The mortality from all causes for Belfast 
County Borough was represented by an 
annual rate of 18.5 per 1,000 of the popula- 
tion, and for Londonderry 11.5. 


TUBERCULOSIS 


Fourteen cases of tuberculosis were notified 
as compared with six for the previous week 
and two and one for the two preceding weeks. 
There were eighteen deaths from tuberculous 
disease, as against 15, 16 and 11 for the 
three preceding weeks.

FIRST ADVERSE BALANCE 
IN TEN YEARS 


At. the Munster Agricultural Society's 
annual meeting on Saturday the annual re- 
port, presented by the Secretary (Mr. J. 
Byrne), stated that for the first time in ten 
years they had to report an adverse balance, 
though both the Spring and Summer Shows 
left a profit. The Bain of the Southern 
Greyhound and Sports Company aggravated 
their financial difficulties by leaving them ‘a 
debt of over £600 for rent. 

At the Spring Show there was a falling off 
in the number of entries as compared with 
the previous year, and a decrease of £447 in 
the total sales. The Summer Show showed a 
considerable reduction in the net profits as 
compared with previous years. 

Moving the adoption of the report and 
accounts, the Chairman (Mr. N. Hayes) said 
there was a loss on the vear of £958. General 
expenses exceeded receipts by £1,395 2s. 4d., 
but in that account they had to provide for 
bad debts. There was a profit of £434 6s. 7d. 
on the Spring and Summer Shows, but this 
was very much below previous years, espe- 
cially in the case of the Summer Show. Some 


‘improvements to the buildings and grounds 


were carried out during the year. 

The adoption of the report and statement 
of accounts was seconded by Alderman Des. 
mond, and was passed unanimously. 

Captain T. A. Clarke was unanimously re- 
elected President, and Mr. A. Morrison Hon. 
Secretary. 

Mr, E. J. Clarke moved :—‘‘ That the rules 
regarding the retirement and election of mem- 
bers to the General Committee of the Society 
be not put into operation, but that the same 
Committee as elected in January, 1935, be 
re-elected for the coming year, and that. this 
be regarded as a temporary alteration to meet 
the special circumstances of the year 1935.’’ 

Mr, J. O’Regan seconded. 

Mr. Lehane proposed an amendment that 
the whole Committee resign, and that a new 
Committee be elected in a month’s time at a' 
special general meeting. He said-that if they 
wished to regain the support they lost during 
the past year they should pass this amend- 
ment. 

Mr. A. Mullins seconded the amendment. 

Tt was decided to hold an extraordinary

BETTER PRICES IN SPRING 

The Pigs Marketing Board state that thi 
supply of pigs in this country reaches i 
maximum in the months of October an 
November, and decreases considerably until 
towards the end of the spring and during t}), 
scmmer the monthly supplies of pigs ayail- 
able are insufficient to meet the demand. On 
the other hand, the normal supplies available 
in the autumn months are much too great. 

It will readily be appreciated that the 
consumption of bacon both at home and in 
Great, Britain—to which country the bulk of 
Irish exports is sent—is fairly uniform month 
by month throughout the year. The supply 
of pigs. available has, of course, a distinct 
effect on bacon prices, and the result of the 


present practice of producing excessive sup- . 


plies of pigs in the; autumn is that bacon 
prices and, consequently, pig prices, are de- 
pressed; while it is doubtful if the depres- 
sion of prices seriously increases the con- 
sumption of bacon, and accerdingly the de- 
mand for pigs. The Board would, therefore. 
ask producers seriously to consider a change 
in their policy, and to aim at producing a 
smaller number of pigs in the autumn and a 


relatively greater number in the spring and 


early summer as compared with the autumn. 

The policy of the Board as regards prices 
will be to fix a proportionately higher price 
in the spring and early summer as compared 
with the autumn. Producers, therefore, mev 
rest assured that the suggested change in 
policy will result in their total ‘returns from 
vigs offered all the year being substantially 
increased,

Having regard to the extent of the ap- 
preciation in Stock Exchange securities 
during the last year or two, the continued 
and pronounced firmness of markets is really 
remarkable.

These two events 
have produced fresh unsettlement in the 
foreign exchanges, but, thanks to the exist- 
ence of Exchange Equalisation Accounts in 
this country, France and America, there is 
no reason to expect very violent fluctuations, 
though a further devaluation of the franc 
and the dollar would necessitate a new ad- 


Frequent reference is made to the neces-| 
sity of currency stabilisation, especially in’ 
respect of sterling, French francs and 
American dollars, and usually the matter is 
viewed from the standpoint that a return 
to some sort of a gold standard would be 
involved. Some people contend, however, 
that there is really no need for an interna- 
tional agreement in this matter, becatise, in 
effect, stability is obtained by the operatiun 
of the Exchange Equalisation Accounts men- 
tioned. Admittedly measures of an artificial 
nature or those which endeavour to counter 
economic laws should be avoided if possible, 
but conditions are not normal, and they. 
have to be met by abnormal methods. Cer- 
tainly, a return to a gold standard by Great 
Britain seems to be a long way off, and in 
one respect this is satisfactory, fer it pre- 
cludes the likelihood of more frequent 
changes. in the Bank rate than have takén

A FACTOR IN PRICE MOVEMENTS

A Debating ‘Geam 


I am interested to hear that the Irish 
(University) Students’ Association, which 
is composed of representatives of Trinity 
College, Queen's University, Belfast. and 
the University Colleges of Dublin, Cork 
and Galway, is sending a debating team to 
tour the English Universities during the 
The tour, which will be 
conducted -under the auspices of the 
English National Union of Students of the 
Universities and University Colleges of 
England and Wales, will begin at Liver- 
pool University, and proceed to Armstrong 
College, Neweastle ; University College, 
Hull : the Universities of Sheffield. Bristol. 
London, Reading, Birmingham, and 
Oxford, and the University Colleges of 
South Wales (Cardiff). North Wales 
(Aber¥stwyth), Nottingham, Exeter, and 
Southampton; Birkbeck College and Un'- 
versity College, London. The subjects for 
debate will be chosen from five motions, 
which are as follow:—‘‘ That Epgland is 


fast following in the footsteps of Imperial 


Rome “ ; ‘‘ That the League of Nations has 
justified its existence ’’ ; “ That the future 
prosperity of' Ireland lies within the 
British Commonwealth of Nations’: and 
in lighter vein, “ That the Enelishman 
has all the characteristics of a poker with- 
out its occasional warmth,” and ‘‘ That 
something must be done.”’ 

The representatives of Ireland on this 
tour will be chosen from Queen’s Uni- 
versity, Belfast, and University College. 
Dublin—a blend which may be taken as 
fairly representative of the two sections of 
the Irish people. I am glad that the 
University students of England and Ite. 
Jand are alive to the advantages of co- 
operation between the two countries, and 
trust that the co-operation will further 
develop in the shape of joint holiday tours 
and joint representation at University 
Congresses. The English N.U.S. are send. 
ing a team to debate with the Irish Uni 
versities in February, and a delegation to 
the Irish Universities’ Congress. to be 
held in Trinity College at the end of 
Trinity Term. 


“Round Table” Jubilee 


Without fanfare of trumpets, that 
famous political quarterly, The Iound 
Table, has recently attained its silver 
jubilee. It was founded in 1910 to 
advocate the ‘‘ultimate ideal of an 
organic and articulate Commonwealth,” 
and it has remained consistent to that 
ideal throughout its brilliant and exceed- 
ingly useful career. Those who founded it, 
and conducted it throughout the years, had 
been impressed about 1910 with the need 
for some constitutional authority which 
could claim the free allegiance of the 
citizens of the new Union of South Africa, 
and no less the free allegiance of all the 
citizens of the British Commonwealth 
which they envisage. That The Round 
Table has greatly assisted towards that 
end few who are familiar with it will 
deny ; as there is nowhere else to be found 
that helpful effort’ to explain the 
Dominions of the Commonwealth to each 
other and to the outer world. If there is 
lo hope remaining that its first ideal: will 
be achieved—due to the strong nationalistic 
drift in all the Dominions during the 
post-War period—the founders and con- 
ductors of The Round Table can, neverthe- 
less, be congratulated upon having 
performed an essential public service of 
great value. 


A Nervous Steeplejack 


I cannot deny having been impressed by 
the views of a steeplejack whom I met 
the other day in a Dublin office, “It's 
the safest job in the world,” he assured 
me, ' and a good one, for you're paid 
more than if you were working on the 
ground. It’s easier than on the ground, 
too, for there’s nobody to get in your 
way. “Yes,” said I, “but what about 
the strain on your nerves?’ ‘‘Once the 
apprentice has mastered his first hundred 
feet he does not think about the height 
at all,’’ said the bold steeplejack. “I 
marvel more at the nerve of the ordinary 
pedestrian. He walks calmly over streets, 
with cars and bicycles rushing about 
within inches of him on ail sides. If I 
were to stand in the middle of College 
Green, like a policeman, for a few seconds, 
my nerves would go to pieces. On top of 
a chimney stack is different; up there I’m 
alone and I feel safe.” Lingering doubts 
still remained with me, and I thought of 
men whom I had seen like ungainly little 
birds on top of spires and stacks. ‘‘One 
does hear of steeplejacks having acci- 
dents,’’ I persisted. “' Never more than 
one,’’ was his answer. As I digested this 
indubitable truth I offered him a cigarette. 
'“ No, thank you,” he. said. “it would 
upset my nerves. But I’ll tell vou what, 
I'll join you in a drink. Somehow that 
would not affect me.”’ 


Anna Pavlova Memorial 


One of the last official dcts of the late 
King George was the approval of the 
design for the Anna Pavlova Memorial 
Fountain, whith is shortly to be erected 
in the Rose Garden of Regent’s Park, 
London.. The Memorial Fountain is the 
work of the Swedish sculptor, Cark Miles, 
and it is to be a tribute from the public 
to the famous dancer. On the fifth 
anniversary of her death, which occurred 
on January 23rd, there was a gala per- 
formance at the London Regal Cinema of 
a film record of Pavlova’s dancing made 
during her lifetime. This film will 
probably be later shown throughout the 
world under the title “The Immortal 
Swan,’ and it has been carefully recon- 
structed from recovered negatives since the 
dancer’s death in 1931. Even her voice 
is recorded in the film, and that is some- 
thing that the hosts of admirers in all 
parts of the world will probably not have 
heard before. The proceeds of the London 
premiere of the film are to be devoted to 
the fund for the Memorial Fountain in 
Regent’s Park. 
in Dublin many hundreds of people who 
actually saw the famous Pavlova in “ The 
Dying Swan” at the Gaiety Theatre in 
what now seems the dim past.

A CAMPAIGN IN CONNEMARA 


The Committee of the Irish Society for the 
Protection of Birds are seriously apprehen- 
sive that the campaign for the destruction of 
vermin carried on in Connemara will, if much 
longer continucd, have an exterminating 
effect on much of the wild life of ‘this 
country. 

In a letter to the Committee of the Con- 
nemara Vermin Destruction Association the 
Committee say that they view with much 
concern the announcement made in the Asso- 
ciation’s recent report that, having in 1935 
successfully destroyed by poisen and other 
means 152 hawks, 217 grey crows and 328 
magpies—with 264 foxes, 120 badgers, and 


' probably a much larger number of all species 


whose bodies were not recovered—the Asso- 
ciation appeals for further funds to enable 
it to carry on similar work in 1936. 

It is pointed out by the Committee of the

a campaign, if indefinitely prolonged, must 
amount to a war of extermination; and that 
this kind of war, carried on as it largely is 
by poison, must prove fatal to many other 
creatures besides those against whom it is 
directed, including species that are not only 
harmless, but, by general recognition, highly 
useful. 

Among the useful birds threatened are the 
kestrel, different kinds of dwls nd, perhaps, 
the buzzard (birds that prey chiefly on rats, 
mice andi insects), since none of these can be 
prevented from taking the poison that is laid 
for other kinds, | 

The victimisation of that noble bird, the 
peregrine ieee nich is scheduled for 
special protection, reason of its rarity, in 
the Wild Birds Protection Act, 1930——and 
of interesting small falcons like the dashing 
little merlin, which is similarly scheduled. 
must also be included among the perils to 
our prized bird-life that a ss Mesa crusade 
against carries in its train. 

The Committee, therefore, urge as a matter 
of pressing importance that limits should be 
set to the duration of any war that has to be 
waged against native birds of prey or other 
created beings (since all have their place 
allotted to them in the balance of Nature), 
and especially that care should be taken to 
exempt, where possible, the more beneficial 
and the more rare species from the slaughter 
that is seemingly threatened to all. 

The Committee add that it has reason to 
believe that a large section of the public 
would welcome any assurance that this cam- 
paign of slaughter—and particularly of 
slaughter by poison—will soon be brought to

COAL PRICES 


TO THE KDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—The charge against the Government in 
the matter of coal prices was that they were 
brought about by: (1) the monopoly given by 
Government agreement to British coal-owners, 
and (2) -the 5s, tax, 

The 5s. tax has been removed by the 
Government; but a coal price scandal still 
remains. 

On the 29th January, 1935, bellmen and 
factors in the City of Dublin were able to buy 
coal from importers at 25s. a ton. To-day, 
on the 25th January, 1936, after the 5s. a ton 
duty has been taken off, they have to pay 37s. 
a ton. This fact, together with two others, 
urge me to ask you and everybody else who 
appreciates what this means for all classes of 
people to “ stick at it” to end what still 
rémains a coal prices scandal. 

The other facts are: (1) that the Govern- 
ment. now attempts to claim that they have no 
responsibility for the fact that the price of 
household coal to-day is still 12s. more than 
it was twelve months ago; and (2) that the 
reduction announced by the coal importers 
to-day as a result of the abolition of the tax 
is only 5s. a ton, whereas it should be 6s. at 
least. - ; 

In regard to this fact (2) an immediate, if 
small, additional relief can be got if public 
opinion expresses itself at once. While the 
tax was on an importer receiving a cargo of 
2,000 tons of coal at the Dublin port had to 
hand over to a State official £500 before he 
could take delivery, The result was that he 
charged his purchasers more than 6s. a ton in 
respect of his tax payments alone. Here is a 
useful work that’ the Controller of Prices can 
do on Monday next. He can wire or ‘phone 
to each importer in the city and say: '“ Give 
the people back that other shilling.” 

I did not think anyone could. be funny about 
the present coai situation, but the Controller 
of Prices was nothing else when he recently 
complained that no one had sent him com- 
plaints with regard to coal prices. He to some. 
extent was not accurate. On the 6th February 
last year, when the coal tax became effective, 
a complaint was made to him by a representa 
tive retailer. It took the Controller three

For all his 
effect on the coal price situation he might as 
well have removed himself to live with the 
Governor-General. He can, however, act 
effectively now to the extent of securing a 
 vedaction of at least one further shilling in 
addition to to-day’s reduction of 5s. 

In regard to (1) namely, the claim of the 
Government that after removing the 5s. tax 
it has no responsibility for the present high 
price of coal, immediate investigation is 
necessary. The Minister for Industry and 
Commerce can best help us to get information 
and establish what the facts are, and I should 
like your assistance and the assistance of 
others interested in the matter in pressing 
the Minister to do two things: (1) to ascer- 
tain from the German Minister and from the 
Consul-General for Poland. and to publish 
the prices at which: household coal can be 
delivered from their countries to the Dublin 
quayside, and (2) to ascertain and to publish 
the prices at which British household coal is 
being delivered to other countries. 

hen this is done people w'}t be better 
able to see where the resvonsibility lies, and 
therefore better able to take stens to end a 
situation which is causing grave hardship. 

Meanwhile, the charge lies against the Go- 
vernment that their agreement to give British 
coal-owners a monopoly here is the main cause 
of the fact that importers are charging to- 
day 12s. a ton more than they did twelve 
months ago to bellmen and others who have

THE SERMON 


The Archbishop took as his text: “The 
King trusteth in the Lord, and through the 
merey of the Most High He shall not be 
moved'' (Ps. xxi., 7). He said that it was less 
than eight months since he had addressed 
them on the occasion of the celebration of 
the jubilee of King George V. It had been 
a very notable occasion. Twenty-five years 
constituted an unusually long reign; and in 
that case they were able, not merely to 
commemorate a reign of many years, they 
were able to salute a King whose completion 
of a quarter of a century of kingship was the 
signal of the whole-hearted congratulations of 
the peoples of the world. 

(“í 5 . A . 

Rarely, if ever, has there been witnessed 
so unbroken a concord of universal good- 
will, and to-day we meet to mourn for him 
who was the central ficure of all those 
plaudits. He who seven years ‘ago was 
suddenly struck down by what  secmed 
like mortal sickness, and who was 
raised up from a sick bed which 
Was surrounded with the prayers 
ana the solicitnude of millions in every Jand; 
he who eight months ago was hailed as the 
father of his people through an Empire on 
which the sun never sets, has passed from 
the sight of men, and to-day ba place is 
occupied by another. 

“ At would be easy to muse on the change 
and chance which beset all mortal men and 
things, and kings not Jess than their sub- 
jects, but I feel no inclination whatever to 
do so. If there is one thing which the 
death of King George V. does not suggest 
to me—and does not seem to have suggested 
to his peopie—it is the thought of that re- 
versal of human fortune through death 
which brings down the greatest to the level 
of the lowest. And I believe the reason 
tor this is to be sought in the character and 
demeanour of the late King. I think that 
it would be true to say that in the Jubilee 
celebrations of last year there was not a 
vestige of human pride. There was pageant, 
but | there was no exultation’ over mere 
matejfial magnitude. There was happiness; 
there\was thankfulness, but, interwoven with 
the whole proceedings, there was memory— 
memory of chastening, memory of dire 
straits, memory of merciful deliverance. It 
was not to King George’s Jubilee that the 
warning notes of the “ Recessional’’ were 
appropriated—the words of that Empire 
prophet who pleaded for sense of proportion 
at the Jubilee in 1897, and whose death last 
week was overshadowed by the death of the 
sovereign :— 

‘If drunk with sight of power we loose 

Wild tongues that have not Thee inawe; 

Such boastings as the Gentiles use, 

Or lesser breeds without the law. 

Lord God of Hosts be with us yet, 

Lest we forget. Lest we forget.” 


A TRUE LEADER 


Such teaching was needed when it was 
given, but bitter experience, as well as the 
trace of God, in large measure had taken 
human pride and self-compiacency from our 
rejoicuigs of 1935. And herein the King was 
a true leader of his people. The purpose of 
the celebration was not that we migit con- 
gratulate ourselves upon wresistible powers or 


-unchecked. expanaion. ‘Lhe purpose of it was 
that the King and his people might thank | 


God together ,or mercies bestowed during a 
period of world unsettlement; not the least 
of which mercies was, that amid threats of 
grievous loss; amid sorrows and anxieties, the 
throne of King George was established upon 
the love and loyalty of his people, with a 
firmness more secure even that at the begin- 
ning of his reign. It is a matter of universal 
consent that one of the most important factors 
contributing to the Empire's loyalty was the 
manner of man that the King had proved 
humself to be. 

Simple in life, direct and straightforward in 
principle, a man who feared God, as laborious 
a worker as any of his subjects, he inter- 
preted Kingship in terms of duty and sym- 
pathy. He lived for his: people, and he be- 
longed to his people. And his people re- 
warded him with a respect and an affection, 
the knowledge of which came to lim with a 
surprise at its sponsaneity and depth which 
moved him with a joy greater than he was 
able to express. 

“Thus it is that as we think of 
last year's rejoicings, followed so swiftly 
hy this year’s mourning, we feel no sense of 
sudden reversal of fortune; no sense of 
frustration. Our feelings are rather those of 
men who rejoice before God with the joy 
of harvest. A great and honoured life has 
been lived. It has reached its three score 
years and ten. Its achievement has been 
recognised, and the recognition came when 
the King was able to appreciate it, And now, 
having served his generation by the will of 
God, he has fallen asleep. ‘ Nothing is here 
for tears’: tears of emotion, perhaps—yes ; 
but tears of sorrow—no. At harvest time we 
do not dwell on the sickle or the scythe; our 
hearts are full of the sense of ripened 
accomplishment safely gathered in. —. 

“King George V. was a constitutional 
monarch, and that not by force of circum. 
stances alone, but by temperament and by 
preference. In the twenty-five years of his 
reign the whole conception of the office which 
he held was undergoing a change, and, 
instead of resisting a process dictated by 
the times he lived in, the guided the new 
development even while he ‘yielded to it; and 
thus it comes about that, while the temporal 
power of the Crown is substantially less than 
it was fifty years ago, nevertheless its spiritual 
power is much greater. W hile the 
Dominions possess to-day an ‘independence 
hardly contemplated under Queen Victoria, 
vet they are held by a mystical attachment 
to the person of the Sovereign which 18 
stronger than any bond forged by physical 
power, And this attachment is,due in no 
small degree to the late King’s personal 
qualities, and to his: view of his high office 
as a trust rather than as an opportunity of 
self-gratification or self-assertion. Standing 
at the heart of a fellowship, of free peoples 
he was privileged to know himself as the 
centre of a thousand willing loyalties, and 
the reconciling point of union between races 
of the most diverse traditions and creeds, | 

If this is the case in regard to the British 
Commonwealth of Nations we see the same 
genius of practical commonsense. the same 
selflessness, the same courage in facing facts 
in his treatment of constitutional questions 
at home. He lived in a changing world, and 
he was ready to change with it. 


ANGLO-IRISH DISPUTE 


Immediately on his accession in 1910 he 
found himself confronted with a conflict 
hetween the Lords and Commons, in the re- 
solving of which he was called upon to make 
a grave decision which would have tried the 
wisdom of a sovereign of many years stand- 
ing. Or, again. we see him intervening in 
the Anglo Irish dispute, earnest in his efforts 
to help towards a peaceful settlement. (He 
had visited this country in the year after his 
accession, and had worshipped in this Cathed- 
ral during his visit to Dublin.) In 1914 he 
summoned a conference of the chief party 
leaders to meet at Buckingham Palace, and 
after the interval represented by the War 
and the Treaty-making he intervened again 
in the Irish question when opening the 
Northern Jarliament in Belfast in June, 1921. 
Coming, as it did, at a time when Ireland 
was Sistracted with armed conflict, the 
King’s solemn “he to all lrishmen was sn 
starting point of a new effort at hae 
understanding, which . eventuated in the 
Treaty of December 6th, 1921, and the set- 
ting .up of the Irish Free State. Standing 
aloof ail all party politics, and comes 
of responsibility for all his . subjects, . . 

ing was in a position to urge that: consider

ation should be given to every honest point 
of view, and it is beyond doubt that his 
intervention contributed greatly to the ve- 
storation of peace in Ireland, and the satis- 
faction, in very large measure, of the political 
aspirations of his Irish people. 

“IT must not linger on this subject, por 
on King George’s courage and moral leader- 
ship of his people in the Great War. What 
he stood for, both to the soldiers at the 
front and to the civilians at home, is on 
permanent record. He shared his people's 
sorrows, their privations, their will to. stand 
firm, and he did a King’s part in uplifting 
the spirit and the morale of the waverers and 
the disheartened, I will touch only on one 
other point, and that is the King’s broadcast 
messages to his people. Broadcasting had 
done more, next to the King’s own per- 
sonality, to bring King and people closer 
together than any other agency. It ha 
made hir real to millions to whom he would 
otherwise be known only through the Press. 
That they should hear the very tones of his 
voice as be opened his mind and heart to his 
listeners on those four Christmas Days, 
1932-5, as well as at other times, lessened 
the distance between him and them as nothing 
else could have done. Indeed, broadcastin 
did more than that in uniting King ant 
people. 

“On Monday night last the country was 
allowed to watch 3 the dying King’s bed- 
side, as every quarter of an hour the notes 
of Big Ben sounded across the wireless, 
followed by the words, ‘The King’s life is 
Bass peacefully to its close,’ until on 
‘uesday morning at 12,15 the news of his 
death brought the drawn-out suspense to an 
end. Few of those who were coibh in 
that night will forget the experience. 

“ Our thoughts and prayers to-day are with 
the widowed Queen. Of the strength that he 
drew from his partner in a married Ife of 
42 years, the late King himself bore witness. 


THE NEW KING 


Into her grief we cannot enter. We can 
only pray that God will corvfort her in rich 
measure, Our pravers likewise are with our 
new. King. He has had a long training 
for his. task, and he posseses a unique 
personal knowledge of his far-flung Domi- 
nions. No Prince has ascended the Throne 
better known by sight to his people of every 
degree; he is a popular favourite wherever he 
appears. He i had beíore his eves an 
example of Kingship distinguished by the 
simple virtues—lugh principle and devotion to 
duty. What he in his turn will make of 
Kingship history alone will disclose. 

‘But we cannot doubt. that the many 
prayers rising up for the King, week by week, 
through all his wide Dominions will have 
their effectual answer in the years that lie 
before him. 

‘This week we have seen one reign end, 
and another reign begin. As we pray God 
for further blessings, so let us thank Him for 
those in the past, and particularly for hav- 
ing given as an occupant of the Throne one 
who did justly love mercy and walk ibumbly 
with his God,’’ 


CHRIST CHURCH 


CATHEDRAL 


“Our thoughts for His Majesty King 
Edward VIII. are filled with the spirit of 
loyalty, and we pray that he may go forth 
to his labour depending at all times on the 
guidance and protection of God, so that when 
the evening of his life closes he may have 
gained the love and esteem of all his sub- 
jects,’ 

This passage concluded a moving reference 
to the late King, spoken in the course of a 
sermon delivered yesterday morning in Christ 
Church Cathedral by the Rev. .Canon John 
Connell, M,A., Rector of Clontarf Parish and 
Treasurer of Christ Church Cathedral, at a 
Memorial Service for the late King in the 
Cathedral, which for centuries was recognised 
as the principal Chapel Roval in Ireland. 

The Dean (the Rev. H. B, Kennedy. B.D.) 
cenducted the Service, the form of which 
Was appropriate to the occasion. 

After asking what did it entail to be a 
king for twenty-five years, Canon Connell 
said that the late King had to stand as a 
watch tower on a hill, with the penetrating 
gaze of millions of people of various 
nationalities focussed upon him. His words 
and actions were open to public criticism, 
and now the evening of his life had set. 
“or the answer to what the world had to say 
they had only to turn to the public news- 
papers, and there they found the unanimous 
opimon from all nations, from all classes of 
people, expressing their admiration and 
deepest respect for the character and life 
work of their beloved King. 

Two great events had occurred during his 
reign: the Great War. and the dusion of his 
vast Empire into the Commonwealth of 
Nations, During the dark and anxious years 
of fierce fighting, his courage had never 
failed. his sympathy had ever gone out to 
the sorrowful, the bereaved, the  broken- 
hearted, the maimed and the wounded in 
their suffering. Personally he had identified 
himself with his. troops, visiting the battle 
area, like the great hero of old, ‘‘to look 
how his brethren fared, and to take their 
pledge.’” He, alone of all the monarchs 
engaged in the War, had emerged stronger in 
power and haying secured more deeply the 
affection of his beloved people, 

When he ascended the Throne he had been 
a ruler over a number of separate Colonies; 
by his statesmauship, tact and assiduous 
work during his reign he had welded his 
mighty Empire into a united Commonwealth 
of Nations. Twenty-five years ago he had 
said, addressing his people: ' Strong in my 
faith in God, trusting my people, and 
cherishing the law and Constitution of my 
people ’’; this bore witness how well he had 
succeeded in accomplishing this great task. 


NOBLE CHARACTERISTICS 


Speaking of the many noble characteristics 
of the late King, Canon Connell said thet 
King George V. had looked upon himself as 
the father of his people, and had treated tha 
members of each of his Dominions ag if they 
were his own children. Broadcasting to the 
Empire on Christmas Day, 1934, he had 
said: “I would like to think that you who 
are listening to me now, in whatever part 
of the world you may be, and all the people 
of this realm and the Empire, are bound to 
me and to one another by the spirit of one 
great family. My desire and hope is that 
the same spirit may become stronger 
in its hold and wider in its range.” Broad- 
casting on the occasion of his Jubilee, 1935, 
he had expressed the same thought: “ At 
the close of this memorable day I must 
speak to my people everywhere, yet how can 
I express what is in my heart? .... I can 
only say to you, my very dear people, that 
the Queen and I thank you from the depth 
of our hearts for the loyalty and—may I say 
—the love with which this day and always 
you have surrounded us. I dedicate myself 
anew to your desire for the years that may 
still be given to me.” 

The same thought was in his mind during 
his illness. In a conscious moment he had 
asked: “ How is the Empire?” and when 
his secretary at his side said; “ All is well, 
Sire, with the Empire,’ the King had smiled 
and lapsed back to unconsciousness. . 

As a true father, his care and considera- 
tion had flowed out to all his people. He 
had mingled his joys with their rejoicings; 
he had sympathised with them in their 
sorrows, and practically had showed his deep 
interest in their troubles and their cares. 
he had had his reward, and as the bhi 
of his work and labonr had closed he ha 
known that he had gained the love, affec- 


| tion and esteem of his beloved people. 


“To the new King, to Mary the te 
Mother, and all the members of the Royal 
Family,” cOncluded the preacher, “' we pe 
that God may give them ‘the spirit of faith 
and courage, that they may have the 
strength to meet the days to come with 
steadfastness and patience.’ ”’ 

There was & large congregation at the 
Cathedral, and an anthem, “If we believe 
that Jesus died’? (Goss), was sung.

Taking for his text the words, ‘‘ The 
King’s path is in the Jind of the Lord,” Dr. 
Luce spoke of bis late Majesty's devotion and 
service to his peopie. He lived a godly, 
righteous and sober life, and studied “to pre- 
serve the people committed tó his charge in 
wealth, peace and godliness. Many thought 
when he ascended the throne twenty-six years 
ago that it was only a question of time Lefore 
the Monarchy must pass, but when the years 
of war and strife were over, and the prophe- 
sied revolution took its course, it was found 
to lead towards the throne and not away 
from it. 

King George, said the preacher, quoting 
the Prime Minister, Jaboured day and night 
in that high situation to which God called 
him, and in the most spontaneous, unprece- 
dented display of loyalty and affection from 
his usually undemonstrative people during 
the Jubilee celebrations last year he received 
his reward... It was the glow in the West 
before the setting sun, the seal of approval 
on a life’s work. 


IRELAND AND THE 
MONARCHY 


Referring to the attitude of Ireland towards 
the Monarchy, Dr. Luce said the Crown had 
been in a measure transferred and His 
Majesty permitted that transfer and favoured 
it. Had he been less the Christian, or more 
the Victorian conception of the Monarch, ‘his 
loyalists in Ireland would to-day. be in a 
well-nigh impossible position, and, the 
preacher addéd, we have also King :George 
to thank íor our peaceful position to-day, 

Let us cherish this tradition of loyalty. 
In a world torn between dictatorship, Com- 
munism and neo-pagan thought, .the Kin 
and the Commonwealth Had stood like a rack 
for Christ and Christian liberty, a bulwark 
against all that was anti-God and anti-Christ. 

The Service concluded with the hymn, “ O 
God, Our Help in Ages Past.’’ 


SANDFORD CHURCH 

Preaching at Morning Prayer yesterday in 
Sandford Parish Church from the text, 
‘Know ye not that there is to-day a prince 
and a great man fallen in Israel,” the Rev. 
W. N. Harvey, B.D., said that it was the 
lot of princes to be so exposed to the view 
of all that every spot and stain on their 
character is noted and seen. History had re- 
corded many such spots and stains upon moat 
of the monarehs of the world. But the fierce 
light that. beats upon a throne had revealed 
nothing to be ashamed of in the life that had 
just come to a close. Our late beloved King 
reigned through one of the most disturbed 
periods of the world’s history. All over 
Europe kings and emperors went down. 
German Kaiser and Russian Czar fell in the 
crash of war, making us wonder that any 
human being should ever wish, or dare to 
become, a despot. And yet these were suc- 
ceeded by despots. In three of the greatest 
countries in Europe new despots sprang up 
from obscurity, 

Through all these things, through war and 
change, King George lived unmoved, relying 
on the love and respect of the people whom 
he respected and loved. No crime, no folly, 
no interference with freedom can be laid to 
his charge. In all the stress and strain of 
the Great War no abusive or slanderous 
tongue said or suggested anything against 
his daily walk and conversation. This 
example was priceless in an age like ours, 
Much of the dominant thought and literature 
of the past twenty-five years had been full 
of scepticism in the moral law. A great 
wave of frivolity and laxity had followed the 


\ Great War, carrying its insidious atmosphere 


into every department of life. In previous 
periods of history, when waves of levity and 
immorality had passed over a country, it had 
only too often infected the Court, But in 
the life of the monarch we remembered to- 
day it was not so, His late Majesty had 
played his princely part before God and man 
in a fashion it beseemed us all to venerate 
and imitate, 

The hymns sung at the Service were 
‘‘ Nearer, my God, to Thee,’ ‘‘ Jesu, Lover 
of my Soul,” and .“God of our Fathers, 
known of old.” The “Dead March” was 
played on the organ. 


ST. PATRICK'S, 
ARMAGH 
SERMON BY THE PRIMATE 


The. Primate {Most Rev. Dr: C. F. 
D'Arcy), preaching in St. Patrick's Cathe- 
dral, Armagh, on Sunday morning, chose as 
his text I, Timothy, ii., 1, “I exhort, there- 
fore, that, first o fall, supplications, prayers, 
intercessions, thanksgivings, be made for all 
men; for kings and all that are in 
authority.” 

His Grace said :—' St Paul gives practical 
teaching as to the duties of Christian people 
in relation to the needs of the world in 
which they live and the ‘persons who share 
their lives in it. Here he exhorts to prayer 
in its various forms for others—for all wen, 
but specially emphasises the duty of prayer 
for kings and all in authority. He recog- 
nises the universal need of prayer, but he 
feels that some persons, those in high places 
in the world, should be specially remem- 
bered in our petitions. In obedience to 
this teaching we in our stated services give 
prayer for the King, the members of the 
Royal House, and for all who exercise the 
highest public duties—a very important 
part in our supplications. 

“ Aft the present time our minds are very 
specially directed to this subject. Recent 
events have shown the magnitude and _ in- 
fluence of the peace and power of the 
Sovereign in our national life. We 
mourn the passing of a beloved 
sovereign. More and more feelings of warm 
affection and deep respect are being forme | 
In our hearts, Some of very modern 
methods are serving with increasing effec- 
tiveness to draw Sovereign and people to- 
gether. We all heard his voice and re- 
joiced to hear it from time to time as car- 
vied fo us on the mysterious waves of the 
invisible ether, and in every utterance of his 
there was that good, plain common-sense 
which we all respect and appreciate, and 
there was also a true and deep heart in 
every word. The King and people were 
drawn together in mutual friendship and 
understanding. Considering the late King’s 
life as a whole, it gives a true and strong 
impression of a good man as well as a oneal 
King. Also, this quality of sincere goodnéss 
vervaded the Royal Family and household. 
t was felt as a pervading influence by the 
whole nation, and, indeed, by the whole 
world, What a pleasing thing for the 
nation-—yes, and the great Empire, to have 
at its head the influence which is imparted 
by sheer goodness. 


A NOBLE EXAMPLE 

“Now, St. Paul teaches us that we are 
to give thanksgiving for kings and those in 
authority. In general, I suppose, the reason 
is that in this world of ours there must be 
authority if our lives are to be well and 
decently ordered, Think how full of :neaning 
this becomes when we apply it to the noble 
example and goodness in all departments of 
life set us by King George the Fifth end 
his Queen and their family. We do, indeed, 
owe thanks to God that our nation and 
world-wide Empire had goodness enthrored 
in all its inestimable preciousness at the 
summit of our social system. To-day we 
look back with affection and thankfulness 
to our good King and his wonderful. reign. 
We cannot but think how God brought us 
through the awful yeara oí the Great War, 
and how we see to-day so many of the 
injuries then inflicted on the national life 


being healed. We see, too, how the national, 


prosperity is being restored, and how many 
great problems are being solved. The reign 
of King George the Fifth is, indeed, von: 
derful in the retrospect.

“His achievement in holding and con- 
solidating the Empire,’’ continued the Dean, 
‘makes his name illustrious among rulers, 
Do we try to comprehend what the British 
Empire means in the develepment of man- 
kind? It is natural to glory in its extent— 
its dominion over palm and pine—to be 
thrilled by the spaces and cities and strong- 
holds round the earth where the flag of 
Britain flies, It is not in the might or the 
expanse of the Empire that its true sigaifi- 
eance lies. What docs the British race stand 
for? We are sometimes accused of selí- 
satisfied boastfulness of insular outlook. It 
might with more truth be said that we are 
blind to the greatness of our position, that we 
fal to appreciate the splendid part that 
Britain is taking in the promotion of the 
things that matter most to the future of 
humanity, — 

“Under British rule there is freedom. The 
individual rights of man are held sacred, The 
first utterance of our new King was a de- 
claration of his resolve to follow in his 
tather’s footsteps in upholding constitutional! 
Government. Over much of the world the 
liverty of the individual has vanished, Die- 
tatorships. and tyrannies have superseded 
democratic principles, Crippling censorships 
keep the people in ignorance, Liberty of 
speech and of the Press have been crushed. 
In Britain these elementary rights are 
guarded inviolate. We show the world how 
free ideais can be werked out through the 
haianced judgment. and tolerance and self. 
cestraint of the ordinary citizers. 


MORAL IDEALS 


The British Empire is pre-eminent in 
standing for right and justice, When 
lately in the councils of the nations the 


principle of securing peace by collective 


co-operation was outraged, Britain took a 


noble stand for the keeping by the nations of 


their pledged word. It has been. admitted 
that the moral leadership of the world has 
passed to Great Britain. That is, indeed, a 
cause for pride and thankfulness. We have 
proclaimed by word and deed the sovereignty 
of: moral ideals in international affairs. The 
blessed consequences of that cannot be calcu- 
lated. 

'“ Again, in our country there is a profound 
sense of religion. Obedience to the laws of 
God is instinctive in the great mass of the 
people. Elsewhere in many countries there 
has been a shocking revolt against Chyis- 
tianity. That can only be accounted for by 
the religion presented to the people having 
become distorted or corrupt or veid of spiri 
tual fervur. Let us not be afraid to recognise 
thankfully that England's enduring faith is 
due to the purity of religion which the Refor- 
mation effected, and the reverent use of 
human reason has maintained. Popular out- 
breaks against the Church are unknown 
Our leading statesmen 
are Christian men. Our late King was a 
devoutly religious man, who was never wil- 
lingly absent from the worship of God. 

“The Empire that. our King has . unified 
and inspired can, if it follows his example. be 
for the, healing of the nations and the bring 
ing in of the kingdom of God on earth,” 


ST. MARY'S CATHEDRAL, 
LIMERICK 


Preaching in St. Mary’s Cathedral, 
Limerick, at morning Service yesterday, the 
Bishop, the Right Rev. Dr. Irwin, said — 
With twagic suddeness the Empire had been 
plunged into mourning by the death of the 
King. “There was universal grief, not that 
universal sorrow so often counterfeit which 
commonly attended the passing of the great 
ones, but a sorrow deep and real and the 
expression of an Empire’s loss and loyalty, a 
mourning for the loss of one who gave his 
country a quarter century of steadfast 
service, and whose ambition it was to be at 
once the servant and the father of his people. 

Truly, indeed, it might he said of the late 
King that the guiding principle of his life 
was devotion to his duty, and for him, as 
for each and all, there could be no finer 
epitaph than this : He did his duty in that state 
of life into which it pleased God to call him. 
He brought his religion into his daily life ; 
his was a practical Christianity—religion in 
the best sense of the word. He made a 
proper observance of Sunday his undeviating 
rule wherever he was—Sunday was kept holy 
and public worship in church the common 
practice of his life. He brought his religion 
into his home life also, and both he and the 
Queen were not unmindful of their duty to 
their children. The dead King loved peace 
and laboured for it. He worked with all 
his heart and soul for the welfare of this 
country, and strove to soften the bitterness 
and animosities which had been, and still 
are, its besetting sin. 

Very many in Ireland to-day of all creeds 
and classes mourn his loss sincerely, and 
the number would be a hundredfold greater 
if the Srish people had been allowed to know 
their King as Englishmen and Scotsmen knew 
him. If only there had been in the past 
an Irish Sadringham or Balmoral much of 
Ireland's woefyl history of recent years might 
never have been written, and Ireland would 
have been a happier and more prosperous 
country to-day.”

For one thing, there has been 
made ms to all men in his life the lasting 
value of a steadfast devotion to duty, No 
doubt, the popular conception of a King’s 
life is that of one of ample leisure, great 
ease and much luxury, From what we know 
of our late King he took little delight in 
those pleasures which many pursue fo 
feverishly. Not pleasure, but duty was the. 
dominant note in his life. To the very end 
the sense. of responsibility weighed upon him. 
Then, also, in his quiet home life the beauty 
of the. domestic virtues has been made plain. 
No breath of scandal. has sullied the punty 
of the Royal household. The undoubted han. 
piness of the King and Queen with each 
other as husbard and wife, father and mother, 
has been incalculable, we believe, in defend- 
ing us from those attacks upon the sanctity 
of the marital relationship which form, alas, 
the substance of much of our periodic litera- 
ture and fiction. 

“ We can best explain the deep love which 
his people bore him by remembering that in 
his aA of heaits the average man knows 
that the old conception of family life is best. 
Above all, we have seen in the life of our 
King the enduring satisfactions of religious 
faith. There is nothing more difficult -to 
compute than the religious attitude of any 
public man, We know how the garb of 
religion may be assumed while the heart 
within may be utterly ‘untouched by it. Yet 
after a quarter of a century we feel we are 
in a position to say that to King George V. 
religion was a reality, and that his observ- 
ance of its obligations was vo mockery, As 
the swift years pass and as the cavalcade 
of human life moves onward, the figure ol 
our good King, like that of every mortal, 
must recede and finally melt inte the haze 
of memory, other figures taking his place. 
But the things for which he stoed can never 
fade. These things abide, and for them we 
thank God and take courage.” : 


MODERATOR’S ADDRESS 


Speaking at a Centenary Service in Bun- 
crana Presbyterian Church yesterday morn- 
ing, the Moderator of the General Assembly, 
the Right Rev. Dr. Moody, referred to the 
death of the King, who, he said, was a wise 
statesman and a constitutional Monarch who 
had led his people with great loyalty throwzh 
a quarter of a century marked by tremendous 
upheavals of various descriptions. He 
left a great inheritance to his son 
and a great example to his people. In Ire- 
land he would never be forgotten. During 
a.speech at the opening of the Ulster Parlia 
ment he appealed to all creeds and classes 
to forget animosities, and the desire thus 
expressed for the common good had 
characterised his whole reign. They thanked 
God for him. and trusted that God would 
save the new King and lead him in his 
father’s footsteps. 

The congregation stood in silence, and at 
the conclusion of the Service sang the 
National Anthem. 


FIRST ARMAGH CHURCH 


The Rev. A. W. Neill preached to a large 
congregation in the Lecture Hall of First 
Armagh Presbyterian Church yesterday morn- 
ing. the church being closed for repair. 

Taking as his text, “ Post Mortem Testi- 
mony,’ the preacher based his address on 
Hebrews 11-14. “And heing dead vet 
eneaketh.”’ He said: ‘‘ King George the 
Fifth was a Christian gentleman 
who let his faith he known. <Avowedly 
he was a Christian, hv apen 
confession and by a life of Christian activity 
he had left a post-mortem testimony which 
will persist through the years which lie 
ahead. I have seen it suggested that he 
should be known by posteritv as ‘George the 
Beloved,’ but posterity will give its own 
titles. We have had kings who have won 
distinctive epithets, epithets which became 
epitaphs by character or attainments. There 
were Alfred the Great, William the Con- 
queror, John the Bad, Richard the Lion 
Hearted, and many others were singled out 
for special denomination. To suggest that 
our late King should be known as George the 
Beloved may have its merits, for he certainly 
won the ungrudging affections of his people: 
but there is, to mv mind, a still better, for 
he was, above all else, George the Good. We 
mourn his passing, but we rejoice in the 
King which speaks, and will continue to 
speak, giving the finest post-mortem testi- 
mony that a Christian man of any rank or 
standing could covet. To the Queen Mother, 
to Edward VIIT., and to all the rest of the 
Royal Family we tender our homage, and 
with it our heartfelt sympathy.’’

A national Memorial Service, broadcast 
by the B.B.C. from all stations last night, 
was conducted by the Archbishop of 
Canterbury (Dr. Lang), who, in his. 
address, said :— 

“I have been asked to speak about 
King George himself, his own personality. 
I venture to say that the impression made 
by that personality upon the whole realm 
and Empire is one of the most striking 
facts in the long history of this nation. 
The experience of this last memorable 
week has made it plain that, somehow or 
other, this simple and truly humble man 
had drawn his people everywhere to him- 
self by the ties of a most real, personal 
attachment. 

‘The historian of the future may find 
it difficult to account for the depth and 
range of this national emotion ; for, first, 
he may not be able to describe the reign 
of King George, estimated by its events, 
as a happy and frosperous reign. rom 
its beginning to its end King George had 
to face a constant series of crises, each of 
them most anxious, one of them the most 
exacting ordeal through which the British 


nation had ever passed. 


PERIODS OF STRESS 


“ Once, as I was walking with him in 
his Highland hills, he said to me, some- 
what sadly, that he seemed destined 
again and again to encounter national 


difficulties, each one of them more search- 


ing than any which had occurred in the 
more than sixty years of the reign of Queen 
Victoria, and he asked: ‘ Will there never 
be an end of them?’

‘“When this marvellous wireless en- 
abled him to speak to them all with his 
own voice he spoke with a simplicity and 
sincerity which went straight to their 
hearts. He had enhanced the prestige 
and value of the throne. But it was 
through the personal affection which he 
had drawn from the hearts of his people 
that he gave a new significance to the 
name of king.

The belief is growing that there is some- 
thing more than interested speculation in 
the rumours which have been current for 
some time regarding the possibility, of an 
early general election in the Irish Free 
State. | 

There are, of course, reasons for and 
against such an election at the present 
moment, but, in the opinion of certain 
observers who have been weighing ~p-the 
situation, the balance is in favour of the 
idea that President de Valera’s Govern- 
ment may be induced to take the verdict 
of the country towards the end of the 
coming summer. From the constitutional 
aspect there is no necessity for such an 
appeal to the country for two years. The 
Government was elected three years ago, 
and, according to the Electoral Amend- 
ment Act, 1927, it is entitled to remain in 
office for two years more provided it 
retains a majority in the Dail. 

The fact that it is proposed to pass at 
once tho final stages of the bill depriving 
the Universities of representation in tlie 
Dail, which is necessary before a general 


election can be held under the new 
Revision of Constituencies Act, is 
significant. If the Government waited till 


the Senate is disposed of this bill could 
be passed through a  Single-Chamber 
Parliament without much trouble. There is, 
it is assumed, some urgent reason for this 
step. 

The comprehensive revision of the Con- 
stitution is to be introduced immediately 
after the Senate goes. It would be the 
normal procedure in a democratic country 
that such a measure should be followed by 
a general election in order to get the 
approval of the people. 

It is suggested that another reason for 
an election about the time mentioned is 
that an Imperial Conference is due to be 
held in the coming autumn, and that on 
that occasion several important matters 
affecting the Free State are likely to come 
up for consideration. The Government’s 
representatives would be in a_ strong 
position if they were in a position to show 
that they had just feceived the approval 


of the constituents, and were, therefore, 


reflecting the views of the people.

THÁL there was no case for the raising of the school-leaving age on the 
grounds that young people were too immature fyr employment at the: 
age of fourtten, was the finding of the Inter-Departmental Committee, set

by the Minister for Education to examine the question of the raising 
the school-leaving age in the Free State. 


Other points embodied in the recommendations are that the with- 
drawal of juvenile labour in agricultural areas would not result in any 
material improvement in the employment of additional adult labour, and 
that the withdrawal from the industrial labour market of all boys and girls 
under the age of sixteen would not lessen adult unemployment to any 


appreciable extent. 


‘The view also is expressed that in the Free State it would be better 
that the school-leaving age should be raised to sixteen years for unem- 
ployed juveniles than that it should be raised to fifteen for all juveniles. 

The Executive Council has approved of the findings and recommenda- 


tions of the Committee. 


“SUGGESTED EXPERIMENTS 


——- 


The terms of reference of the Committee 
were as follow :— 

To consider the question of extending 
compulsory attendance at school to young 
persons between 14 and 16 years of age 
and to report to the Minister for Educa- 
tion— : i 

1—Whether such extension is generally 

desirable, special regard being had 
to the economic conseguences ; to the 
extent to which these young persons 
are employed in industry and agri- 
culture; to the effect of such em- 
ployment on the employment of 
adults, and to.the cost of providing. 
for the further education of such 
young persons; 

2—And, if so, whether such attendance 

should be secured by means of the 
powers given by Section 24 of the 
School Attendance Act. 1926, or 
those giver by Part V. of the 
Vocational Education Act; 

3—And to what extent sucha powers in 

either case should be exercised. 

The Committee was composed of repre- 
sentatives of the following Departments: 
Education, Local Government and Public 
Health, Agriculture, Finance, and In- 
dustry and Commerce. 


CONCLUSIONS 


The report of the Committee is unani- 
mous, and contains the following principal: 
conclusions :— 

“1—The existing requirements of the 
Saorstat in the matter of compulsor) 
attendance at school are as comprehensive 
as those of other countries. 

“This conclusion is based on a detailed 
survey of the laws governing school atteiul- 
ance in various European countries. It is 
shown that there is no foundation for the 
general belief that the statutory demands 
elsewhere regarding school attendance are 
much in excess of those:-of the Saorstat. 
There is, in fact, very little difference in 
the normal school-attendance ages in these 
countries, though certain of them have put 
into force provisions for compulsory 
attendance at part-time continuation 
courses of a vocational nature. It is, 
indeed, remarkable that in a few countries 
full-time school attendance ceases at so 
early an age as thirteen. 

‘“2—Furthermore, the Committee found 
that, ‘although there has been in many 
countries in recent years a_ persistent 
demand for the general raising of the 
school-leaving age to 15 and 16 years, 
scarcely any country has so far yielded 
to the demand.’ The Committee found 
that the raising of the school-leaving age 
has been widely discussed from the point 
of view of employment and unemployment, 
but it would appear that no reform in this 
direction has yet been adopted. ‘The 
existence of the economic crisis and the. 
large expenditure involved in such a 
reform are given as the principal reasons 
which have prevented its adoption. 


HARDSHIP TO PARENTS 


‘*3—Large numbers of young persons 
between the ages of 14 and 16 are em- 
ploved in agricultural occupations in the 
Saorstat, but thev are the sons and 
daughters of small-holders, and if the 
school-leaving ave were raised the with- 
drawal of their labour from the farms 
would cause considerable hardship to their 
parents. 

““A careful study of the. relative 
statistics, together with the opinions of 


personse who have paid considerable 
attention .to educational problems, and 
who are thoroughly acquainted with 


agricultural conditions in the Saorstat, 
led directly to this conclusion. Any 
persons who recommended an extension 
of education beyond 14 years laid much 
emphasis on the type of education that 
should be provided. They were of opinion 
that the youth must not be trained away 
from his environment ; that familiarity with 
farm work at an early age is conducive to an 
interest in farming, and that the subjects 
taught should be of such a nature as to 
keep the student’s attention devoted. to 
the calling he is to pursue later. Having 
regard to the conditions prevailing in 
agricultural districts, it would appear 
that any compulsory school attendance 
which may be required after fourteen 
vears of age should be at part-time classes 
rather than whole-time schools. 


AGRICULTURAL AREAS, 


“ 4—Thé withdrawal of juvenile labour 
in agricultural areas would not result in 
any material improvement in the employ- 
ment of additional adult labour. 

‘Tt is clear from the statistics examined 
that of the 16,502 juveniles returned in the 
1926 census of population as engaged in 
agricultural occupations, the large majority 
12,888, are sons and daughters of farmers, 
and of this number 10,270 are employed 
on farms of less than 50 acres. There 1s 
general agreement that the withdrawal of 
these juveniles from work, would not 
increase adult employment to any appreci- 
able extent: In specially selected areas, 
where the conditions are favourable, and 
in which there would be no likelihood of 


serious economic. results, compulsory 
school attendance beyond the existing 


stage might be given a trial. 

‘“5—There is not an undue proportion 
of juvenile to adult workers in non-agri- 
cultural occupations, and #here is no 
evidence that juveniles are employed to 
any appreciable extent on industrial work 
that is suitable only to adult workers. 


NO CASE 


‘‘6—There is no case for the raising of 
the school-leaving age ‘on the grounds 
that young people are too immature for 
employment at the age of 14 years. | 

‘‘7—-A large proportion of the employ- 
ment obtained by juveniles in non-agri- 
cultural occupations is blind-alley em- 
ployment as messengers, etc., but it is 
dificult to see what better employment 
could be obtained for such juveniles by 
keeping them a year or two longer at 
schooal 

‘‘8—The parents of 


juveniles who 


enter blind-alley employment are gene- | 


rally in very poor circumstances, and 


would be unable tó keep them longer at 


school. If the school-leaving age were 
raised there would be a very strong de- 
mand for maintenance grants in respect 
of disemployed juveniles. 

“9. The withdrawal from the indus- 
trial labour market of all boys and girls 
under the age of 16 years would not 
lessen adult unemployment to any ap- 
preciable extent. 


THE UNEMPLOYED 


‘“10—There are large numbers of 
young people between the-ages of 14 and 
16 who have not obtained employment 
and do not attend school. There is grave 
danger in their idleness, which tends to 
make the young people unfit for employ- 
ment. . 
‘‘11—There is a definite advantage to 

gained by keeping unemployed 
juveniles at school, but if they are to 
have a reasonable chance of obtaining 
employment on leaving school they mus% 
be kept to 16, and not 15, years of age.

“ 12—Under the conditions that pre- 
vail in the Saorstat it would be better 
that the school-leaving age should be 


raised to 16 years for unemployed 
juveniles than that it should be raised: 
to 15 years for all juveniles.”’ 

“ With regard to the conclusions num- 
bered 6 to 12 the statistics relevant to 
employment in the principal industrial 
areas in the Saorstat showed that the per- 
centage of juveniles to the total number 
employed was very small, averaging 1.5 
per cent. for boys and 2.2 per cent. [or 
girls. 


BLIND ALLEY 


‘Employment of juveniles was, how- 


ever, mainly blind-alley employment into 


which boys and girls alike were forced by 
economic necessity. The‘attempt to compel 
such juveniles to attend whole-time schools 
between the ages of 14 and 16 would not 
lead to an increase in adult employment ; 
in the long run, it would only raise th. 
age. of entrance into such blind-alley em- 
ployment. Furthermore, there would arise 
the question of providing maintenance 
allowance to the parents of these 
juveniles. 
See Juveniles who cannot find employ nent 
are in a very different position. They are 
exposed to all the dangers of idleness, and 
attendance at school should have a very 
definite value for them. The statistics 
show that the normal age of entry into 
employment in the Saorstat is 16, not 16, 
vears, and it is for this reason that the 
(‘committee recommends that any extension 
of the school-leaving age for the unem- 
plored juvenile should be to 16 rather than 
to Lo. 


ESSENTIAL 


‘“13It is essential to the success of 
anv extension of the period of school life 
that there should be adequate facilities. for 
post-primary education, and the lack of 
such facilities in many districts. in the 
Saorstat makes the general raising of the 
school-leaving age impracticable at 
present.” : 

In reference to this conclusion the report 
states :— 

“ (1) That a change of school environ- 
ment is a necessary corollary to the raising 
of the school-leaving age; (2) that it would 
be a great mistake in educational policy 
to extend the school-leaving age to 15 or 
16 in an area in which primary schools 
only were available, and where the youth 
of 15 or 16 would be compelled to attend 
a school which could not normally be ex- 
pected to provide the instruction that is 
suited to his requirements; (3) that the 
existing school organisation in the Saorstat 
is quite unfitted to meet the strain that 
would be put on it by the genera: raising 
of the school-leaving age to 15 or 16 years ; 
(4) that an application to the country as 
whole of the provisions of Section 24 of 
the School Attendance Act, 1926, or the 
provisions of Part V. of the Vocational 
Education Act is quite impracticable at 
the moment and likely to be so for some 
considerable time to come. | 


SELECTED AREAS 


“14— The provisions of Part V. of the 
Vocational Education Act might be put 
into operation in two or three carefully- 
selected areas; all employed juveniles in 
these areas being required to attend classes 
for not more than 180 hours per.year, and 


‘all unemployed juveniles in the areas 
being required to attend whole-time 
schools. 


“ All experience tends to show that if 
anything is done in the Saorstat it must 
be done gradually, area by area, the 
knowledge gained in dealing with one area 
being applied to the next. The difficulties 
of providing suitable education for all 
young persons up to the age of 16 are very 
great in a sparsely-populated country such 
as ours, and any attempt to make such 
provision for the whole country except by 
gradual development is doomed to 
failure. 


EXPERIMENTS 


‘Carefully conducted experiments, re- 
quiring no elaborate administrative 
machinory, will be conducted in certain 
areas in An Saorstat in which facilities 
for post-primary education are. nearly 
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sufficient at present to deal with the 
juveniles in those areas. In the conduct of 
these experiments the closest possible link 
will be established between the education 
given and industry, and special attention 
will be paid to vocational guidance. 
‘It is not proposed to apply the recom- 
mendations of the Committee ‘to. the 
County Borough of. Dublin at present. 
The facilities and organisation that exist 
in Dublin are not nearly sufficient to deal 
wth the large problem involved. In the 
cities of Cork, Limerick and Waterford, 
in some of thée'smaller urban areas such as 
Drogheda, Dundalk, Fermoy, Arklow or 
‘Mallow, and even in some rural areas 
which are served. by post-primary schools, 
the experiment could be conducted with 
much greater hope of success. Beyond ex- 
periments in two or three carefully chosen 
centres the Committee does not recom- 
mend any immediate extension beyond the 
existing zequirements in the matter of 
school atteridance.’’

‘We offer to Your Majesty our loyal con- 
gratulations upon Your Majesty's auspicious 
accession, and assure Your Majesty of our 
devotion to Your Majesty’s person, and of 
our sure conviction that Your Majesty's reign 
will, under the favour of Divine Providence, 
be distinguished by unswerving efforts to pro- 
mote virtue, prosperity and contentment of 
the Realm, and to guard the rights and 
liberties of Your Majesty’s faithful people.”’ 
Secondly, that the following message of 
condolence be sent to the Queen :— 

‘We, the Commons of Northern Ireland, 
beg leave to tender to Your Majesty the 
deep sympathy which this House feels for.

" Burns, he said, had been described as one 
of the greatest lyric poets of the world, and 
had been compared with Catullus, the 
greatest of all Latin poets, In poetic 
gifts, expression . and musical Jan- 
guage. Burns, like Catullys, | used the 
common clay, the everyday simplicities of life, 
and made songs that ring with such a note 
of sincerity that ensure them permanence 
It was the deep feeling with which he was 
endowed, and with which he imbued his 
poems, that gave them such mastery over the 
ininds of men, 


POET OF HUMANITY 


Of Burns it had been said that he was 
the poet of common humanity, and not the 
propagandist of democracy ‘that he was apt 
to be described by some of his worshippers. 
He did not summon to revolt save by asser- 
tion, implied in his life, that humamty was 
a greater and.a more important thing than 
dreamy doctrines and arid piety. . 
fn his poem, ‘For a’ that an’ a’ that,” 
they had the poet of humanity at his best. 
As. Burns wrote in that poem:— 
“What though on hamely ba we dine,. 
Wear hoddin gray and a’ that; 
Cie fools their silks and knaves their wine, 
A man’s a man for a’ that: 
For a’ that, an’ a’ that. 
Their tinsel show, an’ a’ that; 
The honest man, tho’ e’er sae poor 
Is king o’ men for a’ that.” 
Competent critics had described as, among 
his most remarkable productions ‘‘Tam o' 
Shanter,’’ that narrative peem, with its vivid 
picture of Scottish life and superstition. 
The sympathies of Burns, acute, delicate, 
houndless, overflowed for all beings. Did he 
not wax eloquent even unoen the trials of the 
‘“‘ wee sleeket, cowerin’ tim’rous beastie,’’ the 
field mouse which his plough disturbed from 
her autumnal covert? : 
But, as Mr, Milne recalled, Burns did not 
confine himself to writing in the Scottish ver 
nacular. One of the sweetest love songs, and 
at the same time one of the finest poems in 
English is his poem “ To Mary in Heaven” ;--

Early returns in the Greek parliamen- 
tary electisns indicate that individually 
the Venizelists (Liberals), formerly 
anti-Monarchists, are slightly leading all 
other parties. Next come the popular 
party—the Tsaldaris Party, which was 
hitherto moderately Monarchist, though 
tolerant of the Republic—and the Con- 
dylis -Theotokis combination, strongly 
Monarchist. 

The other parties would share the re- 
maining 10 per cent. of seats. 

; As the election is held under a system 


therefore, are a coalition of the Tsal- 
darists and the Condylis-Theotokis com- 
bination, which probably would have a 
slight majority. 

The results in 64 sections in Athens 
and the department of Attico-Boetia are:

The New Officials

These profjts are handso.ne, indeed, and the 
sums set apart for the good of racing will be 
considerably larger, I think, than most people 
anticipate. The racecourse will get the lion’s 
share, and then the fun will begin, for share- 
holders in racecourse companies are licking 
their chops already in anticipation of their 
slice of juicy melon. 


Increased Stake Money 


_The shareholders already have had an en- 
tirely disproportionate share of whatever 
profits have come through the advent of. the 
totalisator, and, if the great bulk of the sum 
to be distributed among the meetings does 
not go towards increases in stake money, 
then we might as well never have had the 
totalisator. 

The smaller meetings covld do with a little 
money for necessary improvements, but some 
of them have not come off badly alread@ 
through improvements made in connection 
with the erection of totalisator buildings, ete 

I hear of certain other sums which are ear- 
marked already from the totalisator ’ profits, 
and I believe there is to be an allocation, 
although it is not a big one, for a scientific 
investigation of the causes and treatment of 
red worm, a pest that is always’ with us, 

_ The prolonged stoppage of racing will eat 
into the totalisator profits of this year, and 
there will be other circumstances affecting 
these. An Ascot with the Court in mournin 
will not be the Ascot of other ‘years, and 
this is the great meeting of *the year from 
the totalisator point of view. The steady in- 
crease of the profits. from the machine may

The question of open events at the annual 
Schools’ Championships, to be held at Croke Park 
on Saturday, May 16, was brought up, and the 
fact that the senior 100 yards, senior long jump, 
and senior 121b. shot were open to all Irish secon- 
dary schools was emphasised. These events did 
not require long training or special preparation, 
and, in addition, they were particularly helpful in 
the development of physique. 

A suggestion that should appeal to the schools 
and the public was to hold a march past of the 
schools competing, and a selected number of boys 
from each school trained in physical exercises to 
give a display. It was also hoped to have a well- 
known band in attendance. 

The Chairman said that the programme of the 
County Dublin Athletic Union was designed entirely 
in the interest of schoolboy athletes, and in that 
respect the Union was uniqne. It, therefore. 
naturally will enlist the sympathy and support of 
parents and educational authorities: The Union 
was particularly careful not to overstrain the 
schoolboy athlete, whose physical powers have been 
a se over-estimated. 

he committee is composed of not merely educa. 
tional authorities, but other enthusiasts for the 
interests of the boys and those interested in the 
physical welfare of young people in schools. Its 
general interest in schoolboy affairs is reflected 
in the fact that it has introduced open events 
available to all Irish secondary schools. It was 
hoped to extend their activities to wider fields in 
the near future. The committee would appreciate 
a wider recognition of its efforts, for it damped 
the ardour of competitors to perform before empty 
benches.

“HUNDREDS BEING 
RECRUITED” 


COMMANDANT CRONIN’S 
STATEMENT 


Speaking yesterday at a Convention at 
Castlelyons, Co. Cork, Commandant Cronin, 
Director-General of the League of Youth, 
asked if the Irish Government had entered 
into an agreement with the British to facili- 
tate recruiting in the Free State, and if the 
economic war was being prolonged in accord- 
ance with such an agreement. 

He said that in October, 1932, two months 
after the start of the economic war, every 
ex-British officer and N.C.O. pensioner in the 
Free State received with their pension voucher 
a circular offering them rewards for recruiting. 

The Fianna Fáil Government, he said, could 
not be ignorant of the facts, as confirmation of 
recruits’. attestation statements were sub- 
mitted to the Civic Guards’ recruiting authori- 
ties by the Guards, who were, he presumed, 
acting on instructions. They must know that 
Irishmen who were private soldiers in the 
British Army, often recruits with less than 
three months’ service, were appointed recruit- 
ing agents. They must know that men were 
being granted home leave specially for the 
purpose of recruiting.

It was, of 
course, true that certain individuals who 
Fan these commodities made a profit, 
ut they did so only at the expense of their 
neighbours, who had to pay an increased 
price for them. All the land which was at 
present being wasted on the production of 
these crops could be much more profitably 
“employed for the owners of this land, and 
for the community as a whole, by producing 
things which could be sold at a profit without 
any Government subsidy at all, and it was 
towards produce of that kind that the Fine 
Gael Party would work if, and when, they 
were the Government of this country. He 
realised that it was impossible to contemplate 
revolutions in industrial and agricultural life 
every time they had a general election, and 
therefore it was the policy of their party to 
maintain the beet and wheat scheme so long 
as there were people who wanted to produce 
these crops, and they intended to maintain

EFFECT OF EEMISSION - 
OF DUTY 


Following the coming into operation on 
Saturday of the Government Order removing 
the Customs duty of 5s. per ton on British 
coal, the price to the consumers has been 
reduced by that amount. ' 

Registered coal importers, having supplied 
the Revenue Commissioners with details of the 
stocks of coal held by them at midnight «a 
Friday, the duty already paid on these stocks 
w 1 be refunded to the importers by the 
Government. 

Henceforth the price of best Wigan coal, as 
a result of the remission, and, of course, 
assuming no immediate change in quotations, 
will be ds and 44s, per ton, and best kitchen 
coal 41s, per ton, To the bellman coal is 
reduced from 42s. to 37s. per ton. 

The remission of duty caused a marked 
quickening of business in the coal trade on 
Saturday. 

Following the strike threat about two 
months ago the price of coal advanced, and, 
even with the reduction created by the re- 
moval of the duty, the cost is still some 2s. 
per ton greater than it was at that time, The 
increased price 18, apprrently, to remain in 
operation, and it is hardly likely that coal will 
yet return to the level of a few months ago. 

It is understood that coal importers will 
meet during the week to consider the whole 
situation. |

PASTORAL letter read from the 
pulpits of all Catholic churehes in 


Germany to-day forbids Catholics to read 
newspapers, periodicals and books which 


advocate the nco-pagan movement. : 

The Jetter, which was adopted by tha 
bishops at their recent conference in 
Fulda, is a strong condemnation of the 
new religion. It also forbids Catholics. to 
take part in ‘‘dangerous training camps 'á 
where anti-Christian ideas are advocated. 

“The more some people are bent on 
undermining the faith of voung and old 
Catholics, and paying the way for a new 
paganism,”’ says the pastoral letter, ‘‘ the 
more courageously we stand at the head of 
the Catholic people. 


WARNING VOICE 


“In these times, which are in the eyes” 
of many to be not only the beginning of 
a new political era, but also of a new 
religious epoch, we have again and again 
raised our warning voice, and we have 
left nothing undone to spare the German 
people a new ‘ Church war.’ . i 

““In spite of this there appears to ba 
no sign of an abatement of this campaigny 
On the contrary, it appears to be growing 
with ever-increasing violence.”’ | 

The pastoral letter then deals with the
